The Commission approved, subject to the appropriation of sufficient funds, a request for 
a demonstrati on of multi-county federation library service , including bookmobile service, 
for Phillips, Valley, Daniels, and Sheridan Counties . TEe County Commissioners, Library 
Board Chairman, and Librarians of these counties, requested the demonstration because of 
their interest in the development of improved library services. The demonstration will 
begin in the 19 72-73 fiscal year, and will be financed under Title I of the Library Ser- 
vices and Construction Act. At the request of the participating counties, headquarters 
for the demonstration will be at the Glasgow City-County Library. 

With this newsletter the fourth in a series. Recent Acquisitions of the Montana State Li- 
brary, is being distributed to public, secondary school, and academic libraries in Mon- 
tana. All titles on the list are available on loan from the State Library. 



The Montana State Library will be closed on Friday, December 24, and on Friday, December
